Independent claims 12 and 13 explicitly refer to the description and 
drawings 1n the definition of the claimed subject-matter, so that the 
extent of the protection sought 1s not clear (Article 6 PCT). Moreover, 
since the reference to the description and drawings does not appear to 
be absolutly necessary for defining the technical features of the 
Invention, the claims contravene Rule 6.2 (a) PCT. 
Claims 12 and 13, thus, lack clarity (Article 6 PCT) to an extent that 
precludes the establishment of a meaningful search.
